Thi Assembly Passes Measure by Big 


Majority—Secretary Bryan Heading 
Home. 


The opponents of anti-Japanese leg 
islation in Sacramento, Cal, are now 
banking strongly on the referendum' tc 
delay a crisis and give time for an 
amicable adjustment with Japan. 


The Webb bill, passed by the as 
■embly with a big majority, is in Gov 
ernor^Johnson’s hands. He will prob 
ably sign it. 


A referendum petition would require 
20,000 signatures before the law could 
be temporarily nullified, pending au 
election. The matter could not be sub 
mitted to the people until the fall oi 
1914, a delay of nineteen months, ir 
case the proposed referendum petitior 
gained enough signatures. 


Representatives of the board of di 
rectors of the Panama-Pacific expos! 
tion at San Francisco have intimated 
that the board might foster a move 
ment to invoke the referendum against 
any anti-alien bill that might be pass 
ed. Recently the exposition company 
has been joined by several commer 
cial and 
trade bodies in the larget 
cities, who fear Japan will levy ve 
prisals upon California by abrogating 
present business relations. 


As Secretary Bryan concluded hi? 
mission with a message of farewel 
to the joint session of the two houses 
he gave 
renewed assurance of the 
friendly interest and co-operative at 
titude of the national administration 
toward the peculiar problems of Cali 
fornia, transmtting 
the 
president’s 
latest criticism of the bill and re 
hearing against those objections al 
ready made public. In reply Senatoi 
Gates, speaking for the state, said: 
“This legislature 
appreciates the 
honor that has been done to this state 
by the visit of the secretary of state 
We realize that his coming to co:op 
©rate with us marks an era in Ameri 
can politics. It brings the federal go\ 
ernment into close touch with the indi 
vidual states. 


“On the part of the legislature I 
wish to express our profound appre 
elation and gratitude for the interes 
taken by the national government ii 
a problem confronting the state of Cal 
ifornia, and to assure the presiden 
that, even if we may differ with him 
we do. it with tbe profoundest respec 
for his opinions and those of the set 
retary of state. And if we feel impeller 
to depart from that advice, we do il 
with respect for that advice. 


“I propose and desire on the part oi 
this legislature to thank the president 
and his secretary for their assistance 
and I express the hope that this visil 
may be a forerunner of further activ 
ity by the national government in as 
stating the* states in their work.*' 
Secretary Bryan in his address voic 
ed the president’s 
opinion that the 
words “eligible to citizenship” substl 
tuted In the California attorney gen 
eral’s redraft of the alien land meas 
ure for the words “ineligible to citi 
renship” were equally discriminator) 
and, therefore, objectionable to Japan 
If a law must pass, he urged that ii 
be limited in its operation to twe 
years, in order that meanwhile dipl 
macy might so improve the intern« 
tional situation that re- enactment bj 
the next legislature would be unnec 
essary. 


This suggestion, which had not yet 
reached the president, he said, wa* 
made “for the consideration of those 
who have yet to act upon the sub 
Ject.” 


Railroads Refuse to 
Men’s Demands. 


Grani 


WANT TO RAISE AU RATES 


Managers of Eastern Lint« Declare 
Demands of Conductors and Other* 
Would Cost $17,000,000 a Year. 


Simultaneously the railroads of the 
east refused to grant the demands oi 
their conductors and trainmen for at 
increase in pay and announced that 
they would ask the interstate com 
merce commission to permit an in 
crease of 5 per cent on all freight 
rates. 


The refusal to grant higher wage* 
to the conductors and trainmen, tlu 
demands of the enginemen and firemci 
having been settled by arbitration 
was made public by the conference 
committee of the managers 
of 
tLu 
eastern roads in New York. 


The 
committee says the presen* 
rates ot wages are liberal, and ir 
many cases excessive and that the re 
quest for an increase is declined "ir 
the interests of owners of railroad se 
curities, in the interests of all rail 
road employes—In the interests of the 
public as a whole.0 


"The wages and working condition* 
which you request,“ says the reply 
“would increase the pay of the 100,00t 
conductors and trainmen of the rail 
roads in the eastern district by ap 
proxlmately $17,000,000, or 20 per cent 
per annum. 


“The increase would be equivalen 
to placing on these properties a liei 
of $425,000,000 of 4 per cent securi 
ties which would have a preference 
over first mortgage bonds. 


“If the railroads are forced to paj 
extravagant wages to men in trail 
service, the burden must fall on the 
public. 
You will readily see, there 
fore, why, in considering 
your de 
mands, we hold the public interes 
paramount. 


“Already tke traffic of a growing 
country has overtaxed the existing fn 
cilities; and the heavy burdens In 
curred through ill-advised legislation 
such an extra crew bills—for whi I 
the Brotherhood of Rrailroad Train 
men Is alone responsible—have foroec 
on the railroads, and consequently oi 
the public, needless expenditures o 
millions of dollars annually. 
All o: 
these factors are making it inpossibh 
for many of the roads to provide thos< 
facilities which prudent foresight de 
mands, and which the interests of the 
public require. 


“In making demands for extrava 
gant wages—wages entirely out of ac 
cord with the railroads* obligations at 
a whole—railway employes apparentl. 
act on the assumption that a strike 
that would tie up traffic would nevei 
be permitted by the public. They seen 
to think that if a strike is to be avoid 
ed the railroads must give way—tha 
the public will force them to give 
way, believing that arbitration mus 
take place, and that in the end th< 
splitting of differences between wha1 
they demand and the wages they ro 
ceive will re< It 'n their favor.

Rumblings of Vesuvius Not a Sign of 
Eruption, According to Famous 


Expert. 


Heavy snow which this year cov­ 
ered Vesuvius has caused considerable 
cracks around the crater of the vol­ 
cano and serious collapses of earth 
and rocks into tfce interior, accom­ 
panied by heavy rumblings. The loud­ 
est of these roars, however, wras caus­ 
ed by a great mass of basalt, which, 
after having remained 
isolated 
for 
some time on the top of the crater, 
rolled not down the crater, but down 
the mountain outside, its dark outline 
showing up against the bed of snow. 


Professor Mercalli, director of the 
Vesuvius Observatory, and his assis­ 
tant, Professor Malladra, succeeded in 
reaching the top of the abyss and the 
latter descended by ropes into 
that 
crater, which became extinct after the 
eruption of 1906, and fond it filled with 
snow, of which only the upper strata 
was beginning to melt under the in­ 
fluence of the sirocco, w’hile those J>e- 
neath showed no sign of dissolving. 
“This 
proves,” explained 
Professor 
Mercalli, “that the zone of fire must 
be at a considerable distance from the 
bottom of this crater, obstructed by 
the voluminous basaltic matter which 
fell during the last eruption, when the 
cone formed in 1879 subsided, This is 
sufficient to disprove any alarmist re­ 
ports, spread especially abroad, to the 
effect that Vesuvius is giving signs of 
serious activity. 


“Of course, a return to activity is 
inevitable, since the columns of fire 
which are constantly pressing against 
the sides of the funnel-like opening will \ 
end in finding a way out, but most 
probably this process will take from 
five to twenty years. The only activ­ 
ity w'hich meanwhile can be expected 
is that of sulphur jets and crevasses 
which appear where the surface is 
thinnest, especially in the higher part 
of the mountain. Together with these 
phenomena there will be small inter­ 
nal collapses and therefore rumblings 
and giating noises, which need alarm 
no onv as they are simple phenomena 
of telluric settlement.”

court room at New Bedford and heard 
a jury of her peers pronounce the ver­ 
dict of acquittal—heard them declare 
to all the world that she was “not 
guilty” of two of the most brutal and 
atrocious murders that ever shocked 
the country. 


Today * that 
same 
Lizzie 
Borden 
lives a recluse/ as damned by public 
opinion and as ostracized by former 
friends and enemies alike as if that 
same jury had pronounced the one 
word “Guilty.“ 
- Lizzie Borden still lives 
in 
Fall 
River, but as far as Fall River is 
concerned, Lizzie Borden is an out­ 
cast, an Ishmael, a social pariah. Her 
name is uttered with contempt, and 
ever her friends and relatives who 
comforted her duriug the months of 
her Imprisonment and througout the 
ordeal of her trial have long since 
| ceased their visits. Today her nearest 
neighbors pass her by without a nod 
or sign of recognition, writes Ger­ 
trude Stevenson in the Boston Her­ 
ald.’ 


Twelve jurymen found Lizzie Bor­ 
den guiltless. 
Nevertheless, she has 
beun punished and persecuted as no 
other innocent woman in history. She 
has lived to know the tragedy of a 
verdict of acquittal. 
She has come 
to realize that Andrew J. Jennings, 
her counsel and friend, was a true 
prophet when, in addressing Judge 
Blaisdell at her preliminary trial he 
declared: 


“Don’t, your honor, don’t put the 
stigma of guilt upon this woman, 
reared as she has been and with a 
past character beyond reproach. Don’t 
let it go out in the world as the de­ 
cision of a just judge that she is 
probably guilty." 


Murder Still Unavenged, 


After 20 years, when the deaths of 
Andrew J. Borden and his wife are 
still 
unavenged—when 
the 
double 
tragedy still heads the list of New 
England’s unsolved murder mysteries 
—with Lizzie Borden banished from 
society, shunned by all who were once 
near and dear to her, the words of 
Andrew J. Jennings may well be re­ 
membered as an example of masterly 
and farsighted prophecy. 


After 20 years, Lizzie Borden lives 
as shut off from the world as if she 
were behind prison bars—condemned 
j to solitude by barriers stronger than 
any prison wall could be—less tangi­ 
ble but a hundred times more effec­ 
tive than any bars of iron—the silent, 
inexorable censure of her fellow men 
and women. 


This woman, who for two decades 
has 
maintained 
the silence of a 
Sphinx, who 
has 
never asked 
for 
mercy, never 
pleaded 
to be under­ 
stood, never by any word or sign ex­ 
pressed indignation at the treatment 
‘accorded her by the people of Fall 
River, lives in the great silent home 
she purchased with her share of her 
murdered father's half million, know­ 
ing no human 
companionship 
save 
that which she can hire—no friend­ 
ships 
except 
those 
of 
occasional 
strangers who turn a cold shoulder 
upon her advances when they find 
that she Is the Lizzie Borden once 
tried for murder—no affection save 
that of the dumb beasts with which 
she has surrounded herself now that, 
human attachments are denied her. 


When Lizzie Borden was acquitted 
it was commonly believed that she 
would soon shake the dust of Fall 
River from her feet, and that under 
an assumed nagie she would try to 
live down the 
accusation 
that had 
been made against her—that in new 
places and among new people she 
would attempt to ilnd new interests 
and new pleasures. 


Bought House In Home City. 


But Lizzie Borden apparently never 
contemplated such a procedure. 
As 
goon as the affairs of her father's 
estate were adjusted, she proceeded 
to purchase a handsome mansion in 
the exclusive “hill section” of Fall 
River—the very 
neighborhood 
she 
had long and futilely tried to induce 
her father to enter. 


To all intents and purposes the 
woman planned to live among her 
friends and acquaintances, just as she 
had always lived, continuing to at­ 
tend the same fashionable Congrega­ 
tional church, entertaining and being 
entertained, only now she had the ad­ 
ded advantage of 
several 
hundred 
thousands of dollars in her own right. 
She had her horses and carriages, the 
beautiful 
clothes 
she 
had always 
longed for and which the thrift of her 
father and his second wife had pre­ 
viously denied her. Apparently, aside 
from the shadow of the tragic deaths 
of her father and stepmother over 
her life, everything that 
heart 
or 
mind could desire was Lizzie Bor­ 
den’s 


It was while reveling in the luxury

and power that the possession of a 
large amount of money cannot fail to 
give Lizzie Borden read the writing 
on the wall. It was then she first be­ 
gan to feel the pressure of public opin­ 
ion—that she first realized that former 
cordial greetings were growing colder 
and more cold—that friends who once 
would stop for a chat or drop in for 
an informal visit passed her by with 
scant nods and averted eyes—that she 
came to understand the tremendous 
force of unexpressed criticism—that 
the conviction came home to her than 
which no earthly situation is more 
crushing or more annihilating—that 
she was being shunned by every hu­ 
man being, with an occasional rare 
exception, who had formerly made up 
her life and happiness. It was all the 
more terrifying because it was so in­ 
definable. 
There was no tangible An­ 
ger of scorn—no open declaration of 
hostility—just that insistent, madden­ 
ing, universal aloofness. 


Never Wore Mourning, 


She was criticised because she did 
not wear mourning for her parents. 
Her every going in and coming out 
was discussed, and all manner and 
kind of construction placed upon every 
ordinary, unimportant detail of her 
mode of living 
and 
acting. 
Some 
thought she drove her horses too rap­ 
idly and recklessly 
down 
the 
main 
street. 
Some averred that she had 
never shown the proper grief over 
her father’s death. 
Others Insisted 
that she was making altogether too 
sudden and too blatant display of the 
money that had come to her with the 
murder of her father. 
She could do 
nothing right. If she tried to be happy 
and forget the awful shadow that had 
come into her life her critics called 
her heartless. If she appeared on the 
streets in a sober, subdued frame of 
mind there were all sorts of gossip­ 
ing« and predictions and clackings of 
tongues—such an attitude could mean 
but one thing to their minds! 


So the years went on, one after an­ 
other of her friends dropping away 
from her, until today Lizzie Borden, 
looking for all the world like any 
other stout, matronly 
woman 
you 
might meet on the street, is without 
a doubt the most isolated free woman 
in New England. 


Seems Without Emotion, 


She is today just what she was de­ 
scribed as being when she faced trial 
for her life twenty years ago—a stolid, 
immobile, unemotional appearing wom­ 
an—her large, strong 
features 
ex­ 
pressing the same determination that 1 
characterized her when she faced her 
accusers on the charge of parricide. 
If this woman has over had an emo­ 
tion it can honestly be said that she 
has invariably succeeded in conceal­ 
ing it from any human eye. 


She goes about today just as ehe 
went her way, firm-mouthed, direct- 
eyed and baffling of understanding dur­ 
ing the days following the discovery 
of the mutilated bodies of her father 
and her stepmother, during 
the 
in­ 
quest that resulted in her arrest, day 
after day during the preliminary trial, 
at the end of which Judge Blaisdell 
found her probably guilty—throughout 
the grand jury hearing when twenty 
out of twenty-one grand jurymen vot­ 
ed to indict her—all during the eight 
months of her confinement In Taunton 
Jail while she waited the sitting of the 
superior court and during the 
long 
hours of her thirteen days' trial by 
Jury which ended In her acquittal and 
release. 


Months Without a Visitor. 


Not in fifteen years has Lizzie Bor-« 
den attended the church where up to 
her thirty-third year she was a leader 
—working for charity—presiding at 
meetings of the Christian Endeavor, 
Binging in the choir—active in all 
church socials and gatherings. Not in 
years has she entered any store or 
shop in the city where she was born 
and spent her girlhood 
and 
young 
womanhood as the younger daughter 
Of one of the city's richest and most 
respected business men. 
Not to the 
knowledge of anyone has she engaged 
in any charity for the past ten years. 


Months pass by without a human 
foot crossing her threshold other than 
those of menials and tradespeople. 
A 
visitor at the Borden door is such a 
rare and curious sight as to occasion 
comment 
throughout 
the neighbor­ 
hood. 


Not only the house of tragedy on 
Second street, where she was born 
and brought up and which is still in 
her possession, but also her present 


beautiful residence high on the hill 
overlooking the business section of 
Fall River, is the mecca of innumer­ 
able curious sightseers year after 
year. 
Apparently the interest in the 
Borden murders and the personality 
of the daughter upon whose shoulders 
guilt first fell never abated. A round 
dozen prominent Fall River people 
tell me that, no matter where they 
go, the minute they mention that 
their home town is Fall River, they 
are greeted with hue one inevitable 
question: 


“Whatever became of Lizzie Bor­ 
den?“ 


Put Lizzie Borden First. 


Fall River is noted for its mills— 
Its industries—its prominent people; 
but they rank second in interest and 
importance to the question: 


“What about Lizzlo Borden?” 
Lizzie Borden comes and goes about 
the city and in and out of it, un­ 
questioning and unquestioned. 
A few 
years ago she discarded her carriage 
and handsome pair for the finest 
limousine that money could buy. 
Se­ 
cure from observation In its richly 
upholstered interior, Bhe drives about 
the city at dusk or goes to and from 
the trains and takes trips around the 
surrounding country. 
All her shop­ 
ping is done out of town. 
She is a 
frequent visitor in Boston, where she 
makes her home at the Bellevue, reg­ 
istering 
as 
“Lisbeth 
Borden/* 
al­ 
though her story is well known to 
the hotel attaches. 


Crimes Never Forgotten. 


The real attitude of Fall 
River 
toward Lizzie Borden is perhaps best 
reflected in its newspapers. 
Every 
year, 
on 
the 
anniversary 
of 
the 
crimes, the Fall River Globe prints a 
vigorous article in regard to the mur­ 
ders, the perpetrator and the fact that 
the crimes remain an unavenged blot 
on the community. 
The articles are 
pointed so strongly and so openly at 
one and only one person as to i n v i t e 
suits for criminal libel, but if the 
woman ever sees them or hears of 
them, she has made no sign.

United States." 


The agreement was dated Nov. 9, 


1900, and included the Carnegie Steel 
company, Jones & Laughlin, the Illi­ 
nois Steel company, the Crucible Steel 
Company of America, the Otis Steel 
company, the Tidewater Steel com­ 
pany, the Lukens Iron and Steel com­ 
pany, Worth Brothers company, the 
Central Iron and Steel company, the 
American Steel and Wire company and 
the Glasgow Iron company. 


The constituent companies appor­ 
tioned 
among 
themselves all ship­ 
ments of steel plates. The steel com 
pany that dared violate the agree 
ment held itself liable to heavy pen­ 
alties, and it was said that $1000 fines 
frequently were imposed on members 
of the combination when complaints 
were filed with the executive com 
mittee. 


J. R. Van Ormer, sales agent of the 
Lukens Iron and Steel company, testi­ 
fied before the Stanley committee that 
when It was discovered that the pool­ 
ing agreement was illegal the printed 
copies were called in and burned. 


“The plan was nipped In the bud/’ 
testified Van Ormer, “but the agree­ 
ment was lived up to in practice for 
nearly six years, and the prices for 
steel plate were the highest in the his­ 
tory of the industry.*’ 


Kauffman testified before the Stan­ 
ley committee that he was employed 
to put the pool agreement into type at 
his printing office, and that shortly af­ 
ter he had delivered the printed cop 
ies to President Huston, of the Lukens 
Iron and Steel company, Van Ormer 
came to the Kauffman shop to see if 
there were any other copies of the 
agreement lying around loose. 


Kauffman now alleges In his writ­ 
ten complaint to Representative Stan­ 
ley that his paper has been up against 
a boycott in Coatesville ever since he 
testified before the steel trust investi­ 
gating 
committee to congress two 
years ago.

Mercantile concerns told Kauffman 
they would have to quit him or run 
the risk of losing the trade of mill 
operatives controlled by the steel ami 
iron plants,

Schwab Gets Big Shipyard. 


It 
was 
announced 
officially 
In 
Quincy, Mass., that the Fore River 
Shipbuilding company, which is build­ 
ing a gigantic battleship, nine subma­ 
rines and two destroyers for the gov­ 
ernment, has just been sold to the 
Bethlehem Steel company, of which 
Charles M. S( \wab is the head. 


The Schwab interests are said to 
have elaborate plans on foot to en­ 
large the plant at Fore River and to 
increase activities there. Experts in­ 
terpret this sale as the opening gun 
in a steel war. They say It means that 
Schwab has resolved to “face it alone" 
in a defined attempt to smash the 
“billion dollar steel trust." 


The Fore River plant 
comprises 
shipbuilding and engine worses cover­ 
ing 110 acres of ground. The company 
was incorporated in 1904 as a succes­ 
sor to the Fore River Ship and En­ 
gine company, with a capitalization 
of $2,400,000 common stock and an 
equal amount of preferred. 


This makes the fourth shipbuilding 
plant acquired by the Bethlehem Steel 
corporation. Its other plants are locat­ 
ed at Wilmington, Del.; San Francisco 
and Elizabethport, N. J.

from the depths of the earth at a tem­ 
perature of 95 degrees centigrade. 


“The bath of the damned,“ even 
from a near viewpoint, looks for all 
the world like a great wall of water

at its

and the apparently swirling eddies at 
Its base are as fixed and immovable as 
if carved from the face of a granite 
cliff.

HIGH NUMERALS IN QUESTION 


Daflnlte.teaa Not Thoroughly Eatab- 
liaheri Whan tha Syatam Waa 
Friat Introduced. 


In ancient times there was no pe­ 
culiar carefulness about the value of 
high numerals. 
The later Latin clas­ 
sical writers differentiated more pre­ 
cisely, though even among them we 
find traces of the same looseness | 
which the Greek atuhors showed, for ; 
instance in the word "myriad “ which j 
meant either ten thousand, or a great ; 
multitude. So the Latin word Mill© j 
stood for “a thousand“ or “a large 
number,“ the sense being gathered . 
sometimes by the case employed in 
the governed word. 
However, the let­ 
ter M was commonly employed to 
represent 1,000 in what Ib known now 
as the Roman Numeration. MM meant 
thousands loosely, or two thousand if 
intended to be used precisely. 
A dash

Men's Demands. 


Grant 


WANT TO RAISE ALL RATES 


Managers of Eastern Lint« Declare 


Demand» of Conductors and Otheri 


Would Cost $17,000,000 a Year. 


Simultaneously the railroads of the 
east refused to grant the demands oi 
their conductors and trainmen for ar 
Increase In pay and announced thai 
they would ask the Interstate com 
merce commission to permit an in 
crease of 5 per cent on all freight 
rates. 


The refusal to grant higher wages 
to the conductors and trainmen, tht 
demands of the englnemen and firemci 
having been 
settled by 
arbitration 
was made public by the conference 
committee of the managers 
of 
the 
eastern roads in New York. 


The 
committee says the presen* 
rates of wages are liberal, and ir 
many cases excessive and that the ro 
quest for an Increase is declined "ir 
the Interests of owners of railroad se 
curitles, in the interests of all rail 
road employes—in the interests of the 
public as a whole." 


"The wages and working condltloui 
which you request," says the reply 
"would increase the pay of the lOO.OOt 
conductors and trainmen of the rail 
roads In the eastern district by ap 
proximately $17,000,000, or 20 per cent 
per annum. 


"The Increase would be equivalen 
to placing on these properties a liei 
of 1425,000,000 of 4 per cent securl 
ties which would have a preferenci 
over first mortgage bonds. 


"If the railroads are forced to paj 
extravagant wages to men in tralr 
service, the burden must fall on th< 
public. 
You will readily see, there 
fore, why, in considering 
your de 
mands, we hold the public Ínteres 
paramount. 


"Already tke traffic of a growing 
country has overtaxed the existing fa 
duties; 
and the heavy burdens in 
curred through Ill-advised legisbtion 
such an extra crew bills—for whi 1 
the Brotherhood of Rrailroad Train 
men Is alone res7?onslble—have forcee 
on the railroads, and consequently oi 
the public, needless expenditures o 
millions of dollars annually.

Animal Diga Tunnel Through 
Snow 
for 
MIlea — 
Accidenta

Youtha, and In Melee Bear Makea 
Eacape and Qeta Home to Wife. 


Rumblings of Vesuvius Not a Sign of 
Eruption, According to Famoua 


Expert. 


Heavy snow which this year cov- 
ered Vesuvius has caused considerable 
cracks around the crater of the vol- 
cano and serious collapses 
of 
earth 
and rocks into tljo interior, accom- 
panied by heavy rumblings, The loud- 
est of these roars, Iwwever, was caus- 
ed by a great mass of basalt, which, 
after having remained 
isolated 
for 
some time on the top of the crater, 
rolled not down the crater, but down 
the mountain outside, its dark outline 
showing up against the bed of snow. 


Professor Mercalli, director of the 
Vesuvius Observatory, and his assis- 
tant, Professor Malladra, succeeded in 
reaching the top of the abyss and the 
latter descended by ropes into 
that 
crater, which became extinct after the 
eruption of 1906, and fond it filled with 
snow, of which only the upper strata 
was beginning to melt under the in- 
fluence of the sirocco, while those ))e- 
neath showed no sign 
of 
dissolving, 
"This 
proves," explained 
Professor 
Mercalli, "that the zone of fire must 
be at a considerable distance from the 
bottom of this crater, obstructed by 
the voluminous basaltic matter which 
fell during the last eruption, when the 
cone formed in 1879 subsided. 
This i^ 
sufficient to disprove any alarmist re- 
ports, spread especially abroad, to the 
effect that Vesuvius Js giving signs of 
serious activity, 


"Of course, a return to activity is 
inevitable, since the columns of fire 
which are constantly pressing against 
the sides of the funnel-like opening will 
end In finding a way out, but most 
probably this process will take from 
five to twenty years. 
The only activ- 
ity which meanwhile can be expecteii 
is that of sulphur jets and crevasses 
which appear where the surface is 
thinnest, especially In the higher part 
of the mountain. Together with these 
phenomena there will be small intei^ 
nal collapses and therefore rumblings 
and giuting noises, which peed alarm 
no oiu- as they are simple phenomena 
of telluric settlement."

HUNTERS' LICENSES. 


The hunter in this section and in all 
other parts of the state must hereafter pay 
a license of $1 a year or let his gun 
at home. 
The new law prohibits ,the 
hunting of any wild birds or wild ani- 
mals protected by the state game laws, 
unless the hunter has procured a license. 
This license may be obtained from the 
county treasurer and upon payment of $1 
the applicant is entitled to what is termed 
a''resident hunter's license," and a tag 
bearing the license number. 
This tag 
must bo worn by licensed hunters on the 
sleeve, between tho elbow and shoulder. 
Justices of the Peace arc permitted to is- 
sue licenses for an extra fee of 15 cents. 
No person under 14 years old cnn receive 
a license, and persons under IGmusthave 
tho written consent of parents or guar- 
dians. 
Hunting without a license is pun- 
ishable by $20 fine for each offense, each 
day to be considered a separate offense. 
Resistance to arrest makes a hunter lia- 
ble to $100 line» 
Fifty per cent, of the 
revenue derived from the sale of license 
shall be applied by the legislature to the 
payment of bounties for the destruction 
of noxious animals, at the rate of $1 for 
each mink, $2 for each weasel or fox, and 
$1 for each wild ^¡at. 


Charlet Henry Jourdon, professor of 
mathematics at Mt. St. Mary's College, 
near Emmitsburg, died last Tuesday after 
a month's illnsss, aged 83 years, 
Profes- 
sor Jourdan was born in Forcalquir Pro- 
vince, France. 
He taught in the schools 
of France until 1860 when he immigrated 
to this country. In 1865 he took charge 
of the department of mathematics, phys 
ics and chemistry at Mt. St Mary's. La- 
ter he spent a year in Parras, State of 
Coahuila, Mexico, and four yearn in Sea- 
ton Hall, South Orange, N. J., after which 
he again returned to Mt. St. Mary's.' In 
1868, when Cornell University was found- 
ed, he was invited by President White 
tho first head of the institution, to accept 
the chair of mathematics, but owing to 
his devotion to Mt. St. Mary's, he de- 
clined. In 1871 he n.arried Adelaide 
Dielman, daughter of John C. H. Diel- 
man, the composer, and is survived by 
two daughters.

Now Up To County* 


Governor Tener on Wednesday attach- 
ed his signature to the socalled "mothers' 
pension bill", by Senator John 0 Sheatz, 
Philadelphia, providing monthly 
pay- 
ments to indigent, widowed or abandon- 
ed mothers for partial support of their 
children at home. 
It now becomes a law 
and will be operative when the Governor 
apjKiints not fewer than five nor more 
than seven women as administrators or 
trustees in each county accepting the act. 
The state is to assist the counties in the 
support of indigent children at home. 
At 
present if parents are unable to maintain 
their children properly, the latter are sup- 
ported by the counties in institutions or 
homes other than their own. 
The act 
calls for an appropriation of $200,000 by 
the State for the next two years to the 
counties, the latter to contribute amounts 
equal to their apportionment.

Schwab Gets Big Shipyard.

announced 
officially 
in 
Quincy, Mass., that the Fore River 
Shipbuilding company, which is build- 
ing a gigantic battleship, nine subma- 
rines and two destroyers for the gov- 
ernment. has just been sold to thm 
Bethlehem Steel company, of which 
Charles M. S( .wab is the head. 


The Schwab interests are said to 
have elaborate plans on foot to en- 
large the plant at Fore River and to 
Increase activities there. Experts in- 
terpret this sale as the opening gun 
In a steel war. They say It means that 
Schwab has resolved to "face it alone" 
in a defined attempt to smash 
the 
•'billion dollar steel trust." 


The Fore River plant 
comprisea 
shipbuilding and engine wor^s cover- 
ing 110 acres of ground. The company 
was incorporated In 1904 as a succes- 
sor to the Fore River Ship and En- 
gine company, with a capitalization 
of 12,400,000 common stock and an 
equal amount of prefeured. 


This makes the fourth shipbuilding 
plant acquired by the Bethlehem Steel 
corporation. Its other plants are locat- 
ed at Wilmington, Del.; San Francisco 
and Elizabethport, N, J. 


Hangman Bungled. 


Due to bungling on the part of some 
one, John Harris, a colored man, con- 
demned to death, was not executed In 
Unlontown, Pa., with the humanity 
that Is supposed to characterize hang- 
ing. 


Harris was placed on the scaffold 
at the county jail, and when it waa 
sprung the rope was about three feet 
too long. The victim fell to the ground 
beneath the 
scaffold, and with the 
rope around his neck, he landed on his 
knees, where he remained motionless 
for several minutes. 


It was thought the drop had broketi 
his neck until he started to rise to his 
feet. Then the sheriff and his depu- 
ties jumped to the scaffold, pulled up 
Harris' body by the rope until his feet 
weer clear of the flooring. 


For eighteen minutes the condemn- 
ed man struggled and twisted, his con- 
tortions evincing the intense agony of 
strangling to death. Harris shot and 
killed a colored man last May.

folded in carefully after they are stiff- 
ly beaten. 
Put into a wet mold and 
allow to set until 
firm. 
Serve with

Blend carefully, and use as a dressing 
on thinly-sliced cucumbers.

Celery and nuts chopped fine and 
mixed with a salad dressing makes 
delicious filling for sandwiches.

FOOD EN CASSEROLE. 


Of course, all cooking in casserole 
is done in the oven. If one uses gas^. 
it may seem an expensive method of 
cooking, but when one realizes how 
much can be done with the oven, the 
work may be planned to save every 
bit of heat. 
There are on the market 
small ovens which can be used on the 
little simmer burner at a very slight 
expense. The oven will save its price 
in a few weeks' gas bill. 


There are small stone dishes which 
may be used to serve hot bits of any 
vegetable or meat and make most ap- 
petizing dishes. 
For example, if one 
has a tablespoonful or two of sweet- 
breads, mushrooms or fish of any kind, 
they may be put into a small ramekin, 
white sauc;3 added, and covered with 
crumbs and browned when 
needed. 
For a family of five, one may have 
something different in each dish, and 
each member of the family may be 
suited as to choice, provided 
they 
don't all want the same thing. 


Tongue which has been corned, if 
cooked for several hours, with season- 
ings, 
a 
teaspoonful 
of 
Worcester- 
shire sauce, a few drops of tabasco, 
half a cup of seeded raisins and a 
pint of beef stock, will be delicious 
and tender. 
The tongue may be re- 
moved to a platter 
and 
the 
sauce 
poured around it. 


Veal, though oiTe of our expensive 
meats just now, may be used to add 
variety to the table, buying one slice 
from the leg, brown It well and place 
on a layer of carrots, turnip, onion 
and potato. 
Sprinkle with celery and 
pour over all the 
browned 
gravy, 
slightly thickened with 
flour, 
Bake 
slawly until tender. 


A most delicious casserole d/sssert 
is baked bapp/iaas, which bave a sauce 
of lemon butter and sugar poured over 
them. 
Serve with a half glass of cur- 
rant jelly adclded ten minutes before 
serving.
